The assertion was made on the 
strength of Dublin advices that the J 
Irish, having tasted peace since the J 
establishment of the true**, would 
never consent to a return of hos­ 
tilities and that, indeed, few' Irish­ 
men believed there was any prob­ 
ability of resumption of warfare.

Ten- Year Old Boy Knows River Bank,” Judge Asserts 


His body unclaimed by any relat­ 
ives that may be living, Bill Es- 
tinello, known to Ada for 20 years 
simply as “Mexican Bill” and to 
officers as one of the best of his 
nationality 
who 
ever 
lived 
here, 
was to be buried by the County 
in Rosedale cemetery this afternoon. 
Although, information on the m ur­ 
dered man and his history is still 
extremely meager, undertakers who 
handled the case still confidently 
believe that he was an overseas 
soldier with the United States army. 
Estinello 
served 
18 
months 
in 
France during the war, it is said, 
and is reported to have serb active 
service at the front. Telegrams sent 
to Ardmore, where the Mexican is 
supposed to have enlisted, and to 
Bay City, Texas, where his parents 
are reported to be living, bore no 
results. 
An attempt* may be made 
to investigate his war record in the 
Adjutant General's office at Wash­ 
ington. 
Mystery Unsolved 
Why did Lloyd Bennett, the 17- 
year old 
boy, shoot Estinello in 
Glenwood park Sunday night as he 
is 
reported 
by eye 
witnesses 
to 
have done? This is one of the sev­ 
eral questions in the case that are 
still puzzling the county attorney s 
office. 
In spite of a determined 
effort to bring to light some motive 
that might have led to the tragedy, 
the 
search

futile. 
And doubtless it will remain so 
until the boy himself, now in the 
county 
jail, 
decides 
to

statement on the killing. 
But Lloyd Bennett has made no 
explanation of the

A somewhat complete story of 
the brief quarrel in which Estinello 
lost his life was told to County 
Attorney Wayne Wadlington yester­ 
day morning by three boys, eye 
witnesses to tho tragedy, who were 
sitting on the bench with Bill Es­ 
tinello when Lloyd Bennett is al­ 
leged to have killed the Mexican. 
These statements were taken as ver­ 
batim testimony by the county at­ 
torney and will he included with 
other evidence now being collected 
when the case is brought to trial. 
Charges against Bennett are being 
deferred pending the collection of 
more complete testimony. 
Eye Witnesses Speak 
Three boys who saw the tragedy 
have 
told

“The question started in 1819,” 
he said, “when a treaty was entered 
into between the United tSates and 
Spain whereby the dividing

the Influence or Russia.

came to grief in his relations with

ceeded to the throne was so notor­ 
ious for his immoral excesses that 
he was soon driven off to Paris. 
Scandal in Court. 
His son. Alexander Obrenovitch, 
became King— and brought his pro­ 
fligate father back to Belgrade as 
tom m anderin-chief of 
the 
arm y. 
Meanwhile he astounded Europe by 
his infatuation tor Draga, the di­ 
vorced wife of a Colonel Maschin, 
who was lady-lit-waiting 
to 
his 
m other, Queeu Natalie. There was 
no end to the public disgust over 
the scandals of the court. A fter the 
m arriage took place, in defiance of 
all th at was said against' it, the 
intriguing D raga was exposed in her 
efforts to palm off a bogus child 
as heir-in-law to the throne. 
It was a t this ju n ctu re th a t the 
butchery of the night of Ju n e IO 
occurred. It was on the anniversary 
of the m urder of Michael Obreuo- 
vitch. This tim e 
the 
Obrenovitch 
dynasty was completely decapitated. 
The pretender, P eter K aragergovitch 
was then living in Geneva, suppos­ 
edly removed front all of the politi­ 
cal intrigues at 
Belgrade. 
W hen 
w'ord was carried 
to him of the 
assassination he expressed his hor­ 
ror, and declared the 
crim e 
had 
been perpetrated w ithout his knowl-l 
edge. But he was quick to accept I 
the throne, however bloody it had 
been left, and he never convinced 
all of his people or those abroad 
th at his hands 
were 
altogether 
clean. The European nations broke 
off all diplom atic relations, and re­ 
sumed them only upon promise that
